STATION NEWS 

ALBANIA: Call it a sign of the times, it's hard to believe, but nevertheless true, The Albanian 
state broadcaster, ARTY, is complaining about deliberate interference to its transmissions from a 
Western European commercial station - potential jamming at least. At stake is the occupancy of 
the Medium Wave frequency 1395 KHz, which has been in used by Radio Tirana for more than 20 
years for external broadcasts. Early in 1994 the Netherlands Telecommunications Department, 
which holds an unused option on the same frequency, announced it was allocating 1395 ... to a 24 
hour news service. If this goes on the air ist OCT 1994, mutual interference will be certain at any 
rate during the hours of darkness, when sky-wave propagation is at its best. Skender Bucpapaj, 
Director General of ARTV has urged the authorities in The Hague to reconsider the decision, saying 
Tirana's “open window” would be closed to listeners in Germany, northern France and the UK if 
the Dutch station was on the air at the same time. This might inhibit Radio Tirana’s lucrative 
cooperation with Western broadcasters, such as TWR, VOA and BBC, which rent the facilites of 
Albania’s megawatt transmutter in Flaka to relay their programmes to Central Europe ... TWR's 
Director for central-eastern Europe has suggested a compromise whereby the Dutch group would 
limit its service on 1395 to the daylight hours (for which a comparatively low-powered transmitter 
of 125 KW would suffice to cover the Netherlands audience in Dutch, leaving the air free during the 
evening for the widely spread audience to Radio Tirana in English, French, German, Czech, Slovak 
and Hungarian. Who would have thought four or five years ago that TWR would later be 
spreading the Gospel from then-atheist Albania, [Dave Porter in Medzum Wave News OCT 1994 
(ever heard about the life of the apostle Paul? - Jim) 

CAYMAN ISLANDS: Regarding Jean Burnel!’s query in DXN 62-02, Radio Cayman 1555 has 
been off for over a year now. 1205 continues on a regular basis (and is in fact audible throughout 
the local daytime here). I've got photos of the little horizontal dipale antenna at the Georgetown 
studios, used for 1205, from my visit to the station a few years ago. I'm not sure what other 
possibilities there are here. I am surprised that the Cayman government simply shut this down 
rather than rent out to an outside source for revenue. [Kruger-FL] 

CLANDESTINE: 2. Marti 1020 - per World of Radio #766, Glenn Hauser telephoned Buddy 
Tucker at the U. S. office of Caribbean Christian Radio. Tucker said he was almost certain CCR 
wasn't involved in any relay (despite the BBCMS report and speculation), but would be happy to 
sell air time to the U. S. government, after 0300 UTC. Tucker said he too had, until recently, been 
hearing Martf on this frequency. As of this date (OCT 12) Martf is no longer heard here. Will we 
ever know where this (or Radio Democratte, for that matter) really came/comes from? Keep in 
mind that, just because the government may tell the press their transmitters are from a specific site 
or aircraft, it may not be accurate (remember the events of 1962/Swan/LV del CID, anyone?).

CUBA: Per a Tampa Tribune feature article (OCT 6) describing the life in the Cuban refugee 
camps at Gauntanamo, reference was made to a local station that had been set up, as well as a 
local paper, "Que Pasa?” Of course, no mention of AM or FM (certamnly very low power) was given.

RUSSIA: The name of the antr-Chechen separatist government “station” on 1089 is given as 
“Radio Teymyr". The Russian DX bulletin ASK-DX reports another newscast at 2000, and I guess 
these newscasts are aired all even numbered hours.

ST. PIERRE. ET MIQUELON: I first noticed that the RFO station on St. Pierre was very weak 
about a month ago. Although Mark E-mailed me that he could not detect it at all. [am pretty sure 
that it has been on. Normally in St. John’s this 1s a strong signal, but now it is very weak indeed. 
Sometimes { cannot get any useful audio, but the carrier has always been there. telephoned the 
station to find out what was going on. Somcone in technical department confirmed that there is a 
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problem with their tower, and the TDF people are doing repairs. ‘the people at the station claimed 
to have very liitle contact with the TDE crew, but they were under the impression that the station 
would be on reduced power for up to six more weeks. hey also believed the power to now be 5 kW, 
but it sounds like not more than 100 watts to me ... SKW "IN"effective radiated power! [Burnell-NF}
